Fighting in Reich 


May Not be Ended 


Until Late in Fall 


V-E Day 
Proclamation 


Likely to be Result of 


Allied Agreement 


Supreme

Expeditionary Force. Paris. April 
14—(AP)—The 
German 
army, 


still fighting fiercely in the east, 
no longer has cither a cohesive 
front nor a coherent command in 
the west. 
Thc long-awaited al- 


lied linkup severing the Reich in 
the middle is near—but that does 
not mean that the war in Euiope 
will end at that time. 


There might still be military 


fighting on into next winter, but 
it was not likely that it would 
still be regarded as an active 
phase of the European war. 


V-E Day will come, according to 


the best available opinion here, 
somewhere between the allied link- 
up and the end of 
subsequent 


fighting. And it will come by al- 
lied proclamation, and not by Ger- 
man surrender. 


Events since General Eisenhow- 


er a fortnight ago predicted that 
the Germans would continue to 
fight as best they could until the 
last inch of the Reich had been 
overrun have only served to un- 
derscore the supiemc commander's 
words. 


He declared then that the nazis 


would not quit; there would be 
no formal sm render; that victory 
would probably be announced by 
proclamation. 


3lay Be by Agreement 


But it is hardly likely that Eis- 


enhower alone could or would 
proclaim such a V-E Day. 
It 


would be pioclaimcd by a joint 
agreement with Premier Marshal 
Stalin, and it could hardly come, 
whatever the success of the clean- 
up in the west, until the eastern 
fiont, too. had collapsed. 


There is no disposition here to 


believe 
that 
even splitting the 


Reich in two would cause the 
collapse of a fightmc: front—ac- 
tually many fighting tronts as 
the German command disintegrat- 
ed into separate pockets of ma- 
jor resistance. 


These fionts already aic form- 


ing. 
One. perhaps the weakest 


of two. us shaping up in the north 
m a gicat arc backed up against 
the Baltic Sea and tr\mg to hold 
the northern poits and perhaps 
Berlin.

in the south centered upon the

since you so kindly replied to our 
letter in 19SI. and quite a lot has 
happened since we wrote you.' 
This is Uie beginning of a • letter 
received recently by Mrs. Zolton 
Clatter of Dixon from an English 
woman with whom she has corres- 
ponded for the past several years. 
The first letter to Mrs. Clatter 
was in appreciation of u sweater 
she had knitted which had made 
its way to England. She then 
wrote (10-U) how they had had 
their first raid in which their 
home in England was badly dam- 
aged. 


In her recent letter she writes: 
"A month after our first raid 


we 
had 
another 
concentrated 


raid which made the house un- 
inhabitable so we had to find an- 
other. The following- month we 
had another, about 30 land mines 
and H.E's.—we lost another house.

"First, may J express the hope 
that you. your husband and little 
son are'quite- well. \\'c still have 
the snap of Tommy on the pony. 


"The last raid hit us rather 


oadly for we had. most of out 
furniture smashed, and when we 
came out a. lot more was stolen. 
All our grown boys are serving, 
three in the navy, one in the RAF. 
and one in the army. We are liv- 
ing in a cottage which was com- 
mandeered by the government for 
Uie duration, and 1 have enter- 
tained in my humble way. quite a 
1'cw U. S. A. and Canadian boys. 
I shall, like thousands of otliers. 
be glad when peace returns, be 
glad to settle down to normal life 
again. 


"I don't know what we arc go- 


ing to do. The three little ones 
are growing- up now, Keith 1-1. 
Anthony 11. and Anne S, and we 
have so little of our home left.

The Voting Compromise 
There might ha\e been a good 


deal of wailing in this country 
when the Big Three'.-, agreement 
on voting pioccdure in the inter 
national security organisation was 
finally 
announced 
Fortunate!} 


there* was not. 
Official and pub- 


lic 
reaction \\as generally, 
if 


temperately, 
favorable. 
even 


though the agreement meant Uiat 
many who have aimed at perrr.a 
nent peace will now have to lower 
their sights considerably. 


The agreement was a compro 


mise solution of a thomy and per 
sistenl problem. And while com- 
promises are never very idealis- 
tic, this one carnes a particularly 
stiff dose ot realism. 


By giving a major power the 


nght to veto armed opposition to 
its own aggression, the agreement 
admits that if a major power is 
determined 
to 
go to war. the 


world is powerless tc stop it by 
any means short of another and 
certainly more terrible war than 
this one. 


The agreement makes it clear 


that the world organization could 
take steps to stop, let us say. Bo 
Ima from pushing Chile around. 
But it could do nothing to stop 
aggression* by the United States 
against Argentina, for example, 
or Britain against Egypt or Rus- 
sia against 
Poland 
unless 
the 


United Slates or Britain or Rus- 
sia voted themselves the aggres- 
sor, which they certainly 
would 


never do. 


It became known 
after 
the 


Dumbarton Oaks meeting" 
that 


Russia was holding out for the 
veto power against American and 
British oppo-Jtion. In the major 
points of the compromise Russia 
was the winner. But perhaps by 
this *.cry victory Russia has giv- 
en American senators of isolation- 
ist tendency their strongest rea- 
son for supporting our participa- 
tion in the international peace or- 


That teems incongruous until 


one notc-s that the veto power ap- 
plies, among other things, to "ap- 
proval •_•£ agreements for supply 
of armed forces."

With Okinawa, far across the 


Pacific ocean in the Kyukyu is- 
lands, invaded by American forces, 
fully equipped Xavy Postal Units 
have landed on the new beach; 
head and the dispatching of mail 
back to the United States is al- 
ready under way. 


The 
complicated 
logistics of 


mail have been fitted in as an 
automatic and integral part of any 
invasion plan: 
skeleton 
postal 


equipment, enough to start im- 
mediate operations, goes into a 
new beachhead with 
the 
first 


echelon. 
With the third echelon, 


complete mail 
units, including 


Quonset huts, personnel, 
trucks, 


lights, distribution cases and oth- 
er supplies, move ashore and a 
full scale postal job is under way. 


Today, this is 
happening 
at 


Okinawa. 5.2SO miles from Fleet 
Post Office. San Francisco, and 
only 360 miles off 
the 
China 


coast. It seems a simple thing, 
to say that, mail is being 
dis- 


patched on Okinawa, but it is 
only the end product after over- 
coming a series of increasingly 
difficult problems. 


Okinawa is the seventh major 


island invasion in the past six 
months—Leytc. Mir.doro, Luzon, 
Palawan. Ccbu, and Iwo 
Jimo. 


Okinawa is 940 miles from Leyte, 
which was secured less than five 
months ago. It is 750 miles from 
Iwo Jima, secured only two weeks 
ago (March 16. 1915) and 1230 
miles from Advance Fleet Head- 
quarters at Guam. 


Involved Operations 


Every one or these operations 


has involved the 
movement of 


thousands of men, secret move- 
ments over .hundreds of miles ^of 
water. 
Each'- one4 has involved 


complicated 
operations 
by 
the 


fleet train, to 
supply our 
con- 


stantly moving combatant and in- 
vasion fleets with the tools of 
war. 
As these huge invasion op- 


erations increase if. size and fre- 
quency, the problems of mail de- 
livery 
become 
proportionately 


more complex. 


More men arc in the Pacific 


today. More men who -have been 
awav from home for some time 
and arc .receiving more mail. Rec- 
ords of'the Fleet- Post Office in 
San Francisco, through all Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
ir.ail for the Pacific funnels, show 
that first class 
mail increased 


from 52,725.000 pieces in Septem- 
ber, 191-1, to 73,050,000 pieces in 
January, 1915.

Navy commands in the far Pacific 
to handle the multitudinous blows

cent operations means that ships

This makes it more and more dif- 
ficult for the Mail Service to ar- 
range rendezvous and deliver mail 
to particular ships.

U'ilh air mail. V-mail.-rfnd ordi- 


nary letter mail, the Postal Serv- 
ice can overcome most of these 
difficulties and deliver mail quick- 
ly to addresses so scattered that 
it is hard to visualize the task.

"Just one of her huge turrets takes 120 men to handle, lond and 


fire the triple 12-inch guns. The overwhelming number of anti-air- 
craft guns and the increased quantity of intricate electronic devices 
lave added greatly to the Guam's power. 


"But these arc only a few of her distinctions. She carries, like 


.he cells of a honeycomb, the multiple compartmcntation under her 
heavy armor which rendered the nazi battleships, Gncisenau and 
Scharnhorst, almost unsinklablc. Most of the Guam's hundreds of 
cells and compartments must be blasted open and flooded before Uic 
ship could sink."
